AMERICAN BREEDING STOCK. 


A Plan For its Improvement and Se¬ 
lection, of Animals. 

The most striking features or agri¬ 
cultural progress at the present time 
are the intense study Which agricul¬ 
turalists, botanists, and horticultural- 
ists are devoting to the subject of sys¬ 
tematic and practical plant breeding 
and the very remarkable results 
which have been reached. New vari¬ 
eties of wheat have been evolved 
whose productiveness promises to add 
materially to the country’s output of 
cereals; new varieties of cotton have 
been perfected; corn his been, im¬ 
proved so that it will yield not only a 
larger amount of grain per acre but 
produce a higher percentage of pro¬ 
tein that was contained in the origi¬ 
nal varieties, and the statement is now 
being made thgt it will probably be 
but a short time until the nitrogen¬ 
gathering bacteria will thrive on the 
roots of this plant. These achieve¬ 
ments have increased directly the 
production of agricultural wealth. 

The methods by which this great 
work has been inaugurated do nbt 
differ widely from those used by ani¬ 
mal 'Breeders, for the principles of 
heredity are undoubtedly the same 
whether applied to plants or to arii-' 
mate. Selection and pure breeding 
were potent methods in bringing 
about the results mentioned above. 
Both are at the basis of success in 
animal breeding and have been ap¬ 
plied for generations. Both are fairly 
well understood by stockmen. The 
third agent, whose use has given tre¬ 
mendous impetus to-plant breeding- 
crossing between varieties and hybri¬ 
dizing between species—is rarely re¬ 
sorted to in animal breeding except 
for the production of market animals; 
it is therefore a new field for explor¬ 
ation. 

Improved breeds have been estab¬ 
lished on American soil in two ways— 
(. 1 ) by careful selection among the 
best individuals of the' native stock 
and pure breeding after the type be¬ 
came fixed, and, ( 2 ) by direct importa¬ 
tion of individuals of breeds already 
established in other countries.

WHAT KILLS MEN IN WAR. 


How to Care for Ducks. 

Ducks are easily raised, and cost 
but little more than chickens* They 
grow surprisingly fast, and apparently 
are not affected by neglect, requiring 
only a reasonable amount of care 
with plenty of good; substantial food 
and water, 

When the ducklings pip the shell 
they do not emerge at once, as do 
chicks, but remain quiet for possibly 
24 hours. They then burst the shell, 
but must be left quietly alone, as 
they are very delicate for the first 
few days, 

After 24 hours remove the hen and 
ducklings to a warm coop and care for 
them as you would for chicks. 

The best food 'is one part of corn- 
meal and four parts'of bran, with a 
generous supply of fine grit added. 
Moisten slightly and feed three times 
a day for the first week, After this 
change to any other kinds of food 
that cpnditions may suggest.—Tri- 
State Fanner and Gardeper. 


Bayonet and Saber Compared With 
Firearms and Artillery. ’ 

In the Army and Navy Journal some 
data are given as to the number’of 
wounds actually inflicted by the bayo¬ 
net and saber as compared with fire¬ 
arms and artillery. Of all wounds 
treated by medical officers of the, 
Union armies in. the Civil War about 
four-tenths of one per cent., or 922; 
out of'240,712, were saber or bayonet 
wounds. In the Crimean War the Eng¬ 
lish and French had 2 1-2 per cent, 
of such wounds; in the Schleswig-Hol¬ 
stein War about '3 per cent., while in 
the Franco-Prussian War the records 
show that the Germans received less 
than one-third of 1 per cent. 

: “A striking commentary this upon- 
the advance of modern military sci¬ 
ence, showing that with the general 
adoption of long range firearms the 
saber and bayonet are rapidly falling: 
into disuse, and the time is coming,, if 
it has.not already arrived, when those- 
old and honored weapons will become; 
obsolete.” 

But it is not the bullet or the artil¬ 
lery fire which strikes down the larg¬ 
est numbers of men. It is disease, to’ 
the Civil War, one man out of every 
6.7 was, wounded in action; one of 
every 38 died of his wounds; one of 
every 42.7 was killed in action. Of the 
total mortality among "colored soldiers 
90 per cent, was from disease. Of the 
total mortality among the white volun¬ 
teers, 70 per cent, was owing to dis¬ 
ease; among the white regulars, 60' 
per cent.—Chicago Tribune. 



NOTES ON THE RASPBERRY 


Feeding of Chickens, 

The relative value of all grain and 
grain-and-meat rations was studied 
with 2 lots each containing 5 Barred 
Plymouth Rock coclcrels, the ration 
of the former lot belhg made up of 
ground oats and barley 4:3 fed with 
skim mlllt, and that of the latter 
ground oats, barley and meat 4:3:1. 
In tbe 4 Weeks of the test the aver¬ 
age gain per chicken on the grain ra¬ 
tion was lib, 13.5 oz, and the cost of 
feed per pound of gain 5,4 cts, Sim¬ 
ilar values for the grain-and-meat ra¬ 
tion were 2 IbS, 0,6 oz, atid 5.6 cts, 

"On killing and dressing, the two 
lots were found to be remarkably sim¬ 
ilar its regards plumpness and weight, 
due largely, the writer thinks, to the 
uniformity of type. They furnished 
identical data as regards percentage 
of dressed c'.rcass, and were only dis¬ 
tinguished into groups by the slightly 
yellow tinge of the ‘all-grain’ f«d 
birds; the chickens from the 'g’-tih 
and meat’ ration gave a perfectly 
white flesh ”

You see men drinking beer to-day, 
who sneered at It ten years ago, and 
the switching to the milder beverage 
seems to have caused a decrease in 
the number of drunkards. You may 
go a whole day and not see a man 
heavily intoxicated. Soda water, too, 
seems to be becoming a factor in di¬ 
minishing the demand for intoxicants 
hot to be despised. There are no 
available statistics on tbe subject, but 
I am informed by a drummer for a 
house that supplies apparatus for the 
soda fountains and bottling works 
that the annual consumption of the 
fizzing liquid amounts in dollars to 
more than fifty millions, and is con¬

Attention to Details Brings Big Crops 
and Fine Fruit. 

After many years’ experience in 
growing raspberries, I find no soil 
more satisfactory than a good mellow 
loam with a clay subsoil. If the clay 
subsoil has. a little mixture of gravel 
with it, so much the better. 

The Gregg black raspberry is an old 
timer that I find gives best results 
when a good coat of barnyard manure 
is scattered around the hills early in 
the spring. If you are rushed with 
work in. early spring tbe winter is 
just as well an level ground. 

The Loudon red raspberry would be 
all right if it were not subject to root 
gahl, and on this account I wish that 
it, could be discarded from tbe list of 
good sorts. It undoubtedly would 
have been discarded- before this bad it 
' not been profitable for nurserymen to 
offer the plants for sale, as much 
money was back of tbe variety to' 
boom it. 

If your raspberries are not doing as- 
well for yah as in past seasons possi¬ 
bly yofi- are not keeping watch for the- 
ahthracnose s 6 rt of coppery looking, 
spots and slight dents in the bark of 
the fruiting canes. If the hills are 
young r cut out the canes that are 
diseased, if old plants then I find the 
best plan is to dig them out and- burn 
tbe brush. 

A mistake that many growers make 
Is to plant out too large an acreage 
of raspberries. Raspberries as well 
as any of the other hush fruits, need 1 
better care than generally is given 
them, A certain .grower reasoned this 
way: 'T will put out a good big lot 
of them and cultivate three or four 
times and then let them take care of 
themselves.” The fruits of this man’s 
labor was just about what one: might 
expect—a berry inferior in Size, 25 
per cent of a crop and a class of ber¬ 
ries that generally causes a glut in the 
market. 

If the large acreage man would set 
out one-half the acreage he had in 
mind then scatter plenty of manure 
around the hills and work it into the 
soil thoroughly he would realize more 
clear profit. 

The best results in manuring the 
raspberry are secured by applying the 
manure, each season. Don’t think it 
will do to let the first season’s appli¬ 
cation do for three or four years, but 
apply it liberally, each Season, and it 
will surprise you to find out how much 
you can grow even on a small plot of 
ground of this fruit, 

It is unwise to cultivate raspberries 
late in the season. Plenty of time 
should be given for the new fruiting 
canes to ripen up before winter sets 
in thus enabling the plants tci be har¬ 
dy enough to stand a very cold win¬ 
ter, 

Plenty of humus or vegetable mold 
In the soil is cOhgenlal to the rasp¬ 
berries as It grows a strong healthy 
cane early in the season. 

As easy as it is to start a naw patch 
of raspberries I would have a ne^ 
one coming on so that I could dig up 
the old one after it had given ms 
three or four crops,

TYPES OF BUCKWHEAT FLOWERS 


Important Lesson 1 1 ’Drawn From 
•Their Study. 

The fclossoms of the-common field 
buckwheat furnish an interesting il¬ 
lustration of two distinct forms of 
flowers ifl'the Same species or kind of 
plant. ' For example, one buckwheat 
plant will - have all its blossoms of 
one type and another plant will bear 
flowers which differ materially from 
the first, but are very uniform among 
themselves. In other ’words,, the flow¬ 
ers of any one plant are all alike in 
structure, but when all buckwheat 
plants are considered there are two, 
distinct kinds. These two sorts are 
found in about equal numbers upon 
any large area, of ground; in short, 
they are intimately associated in the 
field, but, because of the smallness of 
the blossoms, are not “(rsually distin¬ 
guished. There is, however, an impor¬ 
tant lesson of general application to 
be drawn from a consideration of the 
two types of the buckwheat flower.

The two kinds of blossoms differ 
in two essentials, namely, the length 
of the Stems and of the pistils. In the 
flower shown In Fig, 1 the pistil is di¬ 
vided into three parts at the top (st) 
and the tips extend some distance 
above the pollen pouqhes (a) situated 
quite dose around the base of the 
pistil. In the other flower, Fig. 2, 
the opposite conditions are present; 
the pistil tips (st) are low—not half 
as high as in Fig, 1, while, the stam¬ 
ens (a) are loug. If measurements 
are taken it is determined that the 
stamens of one flower are on a level 
With tips of the pistils in the other, 
and the pistil tips are as high as the 
stamens in the other flower. 

Buckwheat flowers are frequented 
by bees for the honey they secrete in- 
abundance from eight yellow glands 
at the base of the stamens. These 
insects go. rapidly from flower to 
flower and do not coniine their at¬ 
tention to on8 sort. It may be that 
the bees make no distinction, and 
th "re Is no apparent reason that they 
should, as both abound in nectar. It 
is easy to see that a large insoct 
like the honey bee, In visiting such 
flowers, would have one portion of its 
body dusted With pollen from the short 
stamens and another with that from 
the long stamens, and at the same 
time it brushes the pollen of each 
upon receptive tips of pistils of corre¬ 
sponding lengths, 

This seemingly slight difference of 
a quarter of an inch is a distance that
